Report for the year 1911 on the Certified Reformatories and 
the Retreat established in Ireland tinder the Inebriates 
Acts, 1879-1900.

May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit this, the Eighth Annual Report, in pursuance 
of the provisions of the Habitual Drunkards Act, 1879, and the inebriates Act, 
1898. 


Certified Inebri.ate Reform.atories. 


The Certified Reforraatoiy at Wexford (St. Brigid’s)_ for Roman Catholic 
females was found in good order and condition, and the patients therein appeared 
to lie well treated on each occasion on which it was visited during the year. The 
members of the Religious Community by which it was established devote themselves 
avssiduously to the welfare of the patients committed to their charge. 

At the beginning of 1911 there were 22 patients on the Register of the insti- 
tution, including one out on licence, and another in Prison. During the year 22 
were admitted, 3 were discharged; and the case in Prison at the beginning of 
year was transferred to the Ennis State Reformatory on the expiration of her 
sentence of imprisonment — leaving 40 on the Register at the end of the yea-r, 
including one case out on licence and another in Prison, so that there were 38 in 
residence on the 31st December. 

I am again obliged to report unfavourably regarding the accommodation provided 
in St. Patrick’s Certified Eeformatorj^ Waterford— the buildings being cheerle^ and 
sparsely furnished, while the space available for the employment and recr^tion oi 
the inmates is altogether inadequate. I have, therefop, pointed out to the Rmigious 
Community by which it is managed the necessity for obtaining better and more 
commodious premises before the Reformatory can be deemed to reach a satisfactory 
standard. 


At the beginning of the year there were 49 patients on the Register of the 
Institution, including 17 cases out on licence, and two in who were re- 

admitted in 1911. During the vear 11 new cases were admitted; 20 were discharged ; 
1 was transferred to the Ennis State Reformatory ; and 3 absconded— leaving 39 on 
the Register, including the 3 absconded cases, and 16 cases out on licence, so that 
there were 20 actuallv in residence at the end of the year 1911. 
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The statistics relative to these Reformatories will be found in Appendix A 
and the average cost of maintenance per patient in each during the year is shown 
in Appendix R!’ 

Inebriate Retreat. 

The Lodge Inebriate Retreat, Belfast, continues to be maintained at the hio-h 
standard referred to in previous reports, and the welfare of the inmates receives, as 
in the past, the most careful attention of the Hon. Secretary and the Matron. 

The number for which it is now licensed is 14, and an increase has taken place 
in the numbers under treatment. At the beginning of 1911 there were 8 patients 
on the Register of the Institution. During the year 11 were admitted, and 8 were 
discharged — leaving 11 in residence on the 31st December. 

Six of the discharges took place in due course, dn the expiration of the teims 
for which the patients had agreed to remain; 1 patient was discharged owing to 
serious illness ; and 1 owing to urgent private affairs. 

Particulars relative to The Retreat and its inmates are given in Tabular form 
in Appendix C.
